If ail tbv c» ruji u.'i.f! uio.rture of the 
attuospbcn m-re to fail a* tala aud 
Dooo of it o» know, hundreds of thou 
aautla of a-jiiar*- m.lt-» of the eurth’s 
surface oow yielding botnuiful crops 
woukl be little better than a desert. 
The tremendous economic ^ralu fur the 
world at large which result* from the 
difference between snow and rain is 
seldom realized by tin* Inbabltaiita of 
fertile and well watered lowland* 

It la In the extensive regions where*lr- 
ligation Is a prime awewty In agricul¬ 
ture that the special use* of the snow 
come cbletly Into view. All through 
the winter the snow ta falling upon the 
high mountains and packing Itself 
firmly into the ravines. Thus in na¬ 
ture's great Icehouse a supply of mois¬ 
ture is stored up for the following sum¬ 
mer. 

All through the warm mouths the 
hardened snowbank* are meltiug grad¬ 
ually. lo trickling streams they stead¬ 
ily feed the river*, which as they flojr 
through the valleys sre utilized for Ir¬ 
rigation. If tliis moisture fell sa rain. 
It would almost Immediately wash 
down through the rivers, which would 
hardly be fed at all in the summer, 
when the crops most needed water. 

These facts are so well known as to 
be commonplace in the Salt Lake val¬ 
ley aud In the subarid reglous of the 
west generally. They are not so well 
understood in New Jersey or Ohio, 
where snow is sometimes a pictur¬ 
es pie. V> met lines a disagreeable, fea¬ 
ture of winter. 

In all parts of the country the notion 
prevalla'that the snow is of great value 
as a fertilizer. Sclent lata, however, are 
inclined to attach less Importance to Its 
service In soil nutrition—for some re¬ 
gions which have no snow are exceed¬ 
ingly fertile—than to Its worth as a 
blanket during the months of high 
winds. It prevents the blowing off of 
the finely pulverized richness of the 
top aolL This, although little perceiv¬ 
ed. would often be a very great loss.
